Dublin, April 24-—The 24-hour 
strike terminated at 9 o’clock tonight 
with three gigantic demonstrations 
held to mark approval of labor’s pro- 
test against militarism. There were 
no disorders in connection with the 
strike, but a mild sensation was cre- 
ated by placards posted throughout 
the city proclaiming an Irish work- 
ers’ republic. An investigation proved 


that the proclamation was bogus, 
The object of the proclamation ap- 


rerently was to detract from the suc- 
cess of labor’s protest and alienate 
the sympathy of the employers by sug- 


gesting that the labor party had en 
gineered the strike with the purpose 


of establishing a soviet. 

Men and women of all classes, how- 
ever, assembled in thousands in Sack- 
ville street this evening and listened 
to prominent laborites, who in 
speeches explained, and in strong lan- 
guage, that the people did not intend 
to submit to the rule of the gun. The 
speakers pleaded for unity in the com- 
mand of the army.

Will Face Committee. 


Mr. Lapsley would give out no in-

Asserts Georgian 


Lietenant T. M. Brinkley, who has 
Just returned to the United States 
after three years’ service in Germany 
with the American Army of Occupa- 
tion, passed through Atlanta Monday 
on his way to Warrenton,. Ga., his 
home, for a visit to relatives. 

During his three yeurs cf. service 
in the Rhineland, Lieutenant Brink- 
ley has observed the rapid recovery 
of German industry and declares that 
commerce in that country has rapidly 
adjusted itself to the same. standard 
as was enjoyed by the Germans prior 
to the war. 

“Germany is America’s greatest 
rival in foreign commerce,” he de- 
clared. “If we will follow the Ger- 
man methods of efficiency along these 
lines our advantage is far greater and 
we will eclipse Germany in every 
way. 

“German plants have never been so 
busy before. The low value of the 
German mark aids German manufac- 
turers because they pay their labor in 
marks, but receive American dollars 
for their goods, which gives a double 
proffr. German industries are quick 
to take advantage of this situation and 
are reaping a rich harvest. Many new 
plants are being erected und others 
enlarged. 

“In Germany the government gives 
much encouragement to industries. 
Railroads and publie utilities are own- 
ed by the government and all facilities 
are operated for the benefit of the 
people and the industries. German 
colleges are endowed by the govern- 
ment and special attention is given 
to the engineering schools and to the 
industrial research laboratories con- 
nected with every iarge technical 
school in Germany. Attractive prizes 
are given every year to both students 
and experienced workers for advance- 
ment in science, invention and im- 
provement in industrial processes. 

“Nothing is wasted. Waste is a 
erime in Germany. Some use is found 
for all by-products. ‘The forests otf 
Germany are divided into large sec- 
tions with a commissioner in charge 
of each tract. He must know the ex- 
act number of trees in his tract and 
give an account of what is done with 
every tree that is cut. 

“The south has many advantages 
over Germany if we will train research 
experts and inventors and learn to 
manufacture our raw products with 
the same efficiency that Germany hag 
developed with the aid of her techni- 
cal schools and research laboratories.

Humphries, of the Fulton county 
superior court, sitting in place of 
Judge John B. Hutcheson, of the 
Stone Mountain circuit, in the case of 
the Atlantic Ice and Coal corpora- 
tion against the town of Decatur, 
on trial in the DeKalb county court- 
house, today brought the trial to a 
sudden close. by instructing the jury 
to find for the defendant. os 

The plaintiff had brought proceed- 
ings in mandamus to compel the city 
authorities to grant it permission to 
erect a plant on the Georgia railroad 
right-of-way at Drexel avenue for the 
manufacturing of ice and for the stor- 
uge and distribution of ice and coal. 

Its application for such a permit 
was made to the city manager last 
fall, but owing to the fact that the 
city manager is not authorized to is- 
sue a permit for the erection of any

Bar-l¢-Duc, France, April 24.—( By 
the Asscciated Press.) —France will, it 
treaty,” said M Poincare, “and that 
the treaty of Versailles is executed if 
the Gerinans detuult.in their repara- 
tions payments, Premier Poincare in- 
timated i a speech before the general 
council cf the decartment of the Meuse 
today. > 

The dlst of May, when the Germans 
must ether ac:epi the conditions laid 
down Dy the reparations commission 
or defaul: in thrir payment, is an im- 
portant cate for France, said the pre- 
mier. [t is Ftance’s duty, he added. 
“in full independence to assume the 
duty cf maintaining the integrity of 
the treaty. 

“All we have ever asked and all we 
ask today is the execution of the 
treaty’ said M Poincare, “and that 
we must have gnée shall have. The 
peace of Europ depends upon it. Our 
future 4... our rational prosperity de- 
pend upon it. 

“It Must Be Done.” 

“It is not by precipitate action or 
by decisions without reflection that 
we will obtain it. It is by persever- 
ing and methodical action. But it 
must be done.” 

The premier declared he ardently 
hoped for the co-operation of the allies 
in case Germany defaulted, “but ac- 
cording to the terms of the treaty,” 
he added, “each may in case of need 
take, respectively, such measures as 
are deemed necessary, and we shall 
not. suffer it that our unfortunate 
country succumb under the burden of 
reparations alongside of a Germany 
that does not consent to make the 
necessary effort to discharge her 
debts. 

“We shall defend, in full inde- 
pendence, the French cause, and we 
shall not abandon any arrangements 
the treaty gives us.”’ 

Referring to the charges of mili- 
tarism and imperialism made against 
France, M. Poincare said: 

Defends Army Size. 


“The imperialism of France 
current theme in some countries 


is a 
in 
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which we are charged with ulterior 
motives of conquest. I do not know 
of a single French public man who 
has ever dreamed of territorial annex- 
ation. But who does not understand 
today after the Rapallo accord (the 
ltusso-German treaty) the imprudence 
there would be in our disarming too 
rapidly. 

“That accord brings out into the 
full light the sympathies which had 
developed in the darkness between the 
bolsheviki and the Germans. How 
many persons wrested from their con 
fidence of yesterday will not now ad 
mit that the cabinet was right in de 
siring to insist for the moment on 
eighteen months’ military service?’ 

M..Poincare referred to the discov 
eries of stocks of arms and munitions 
in Silesia, the formation of police 
organizations in Germany composed of 
former non-commissioned officers, 
which he said were so easily trans 
formed into a framework of military 
force. He instanced these things, as 
well as the pan-German agitation to 
justify the precautions of France. 


Menace to France. 

‘Things are going in Germany,” ‘he 
said, “as if the pan-Germans were 
watching for-an opportunity to fo 
ment trouble, sooner or later, on their 
eastern frontier, with a view to get- 
ting back by force the Polish regions 
taken from Germany 
of Versailles. 

“What is going on at Genoa,” con- 
tinned the premier, “singularly con- 
firms all we knew of the state of 
mind of too great a portion of the 
empire. How long back had Ger- 
many prepared the treaty with the so- 
viet government and are we sure the 
treaty has been entirely published? 
Is it or is it not accompanied by 
secret clauses? Is it simply a shield 
for military and political conven- 
tions?” 

At any rate, added M. Poincare, 
the coming together of Germany and 
the soviets was a great menace to 
Poland and _ indirect menace to 
France.

Hope for European Peace 
Disposed ot by Poincare

Washington, April 24.—(Special.) 
Such hope of a general European ap- 
peasement as may have survived last 
week's events at Genoa should be 
disposed of by the speech of Poin- 
care, the French prime minister, at 
Bar-Led-Duc. This utteranee does 
two significant things: First, it 
serves notice that France will with- 
draw from the Genoa conference if 
the questions of reparations or of 
armaments are raised; second, it in- 
dicates that France plans to act in. 
dependently in the matter of repara- 
tions, if Germany does not comply 
with the terms fixed by the repara- 
tions commission. 

Bear in mind that Germany has 
already indicated her purpose not to 
comply, and the whole truth is plain. 
In other words, Poincare, driven by 
conditions within the French parlia- 
ment, which are unmistakable, driv- 
en by the popular outery which has 
been provoked by the publication of 
the Kusso-German treaty at Genva 
last week, has announced that France 
means to use force to compel Ger- 
many to meet her obligations in the 
matter of reparations and is prepared 
to March alone, if her former allies 
will not support her. 

Shatters Illusion. 

With this utterance the illusion of 
Genoa, and it never was more than 
an illusion, of a reintegration of 
EKurope disappears. Before the con- 
ference, at tue Boulogne mecting with 
Lloyd George, Poincaire stipulated 
that neither reparations nor arma- 
ments should come up at Genoa, but, 
us everyone knows, these questions, 
and particularly reparations, consti- 
tute the chief obstacle to Europen 
co-operation. 

Conceivably, Genoa might still have 
accomplished something in the way of 
adjustment with Russia, a limited 
recognition of the soviet government 
and thus the reinclusion of Russia 
in the European system, if the Russo- 
German treaty had not been flung-in 
the face of the conference in the open- 
ing days, But with the appearance 
of this treaty the whole outlook of 
Genoa changed. ‘The treaty was, as 
I have pointed out before, a direct 
challenge to France and to the states 
of the little entente, as well as a 
deadly menace to Poland. 

Replies to Lloyd George. 

Poincaire’s speech has other unmis- 
takable implication. Yesterday Lloyd 
George deliberately censured French 
tolicy as revealed at Genoa. In no 
uneertain terms Poincare has  an- 
swered that challenge and. met that 
eriticism by what must be accepted 
as a frank statement that France 
does not mean to yield either to Eng- 
land or to an association of nations 
art Genoa, which is under British direc- 
tion. 

You have then a very clear situa- 
To succeed, Genoa must create 
at least the impression of European 
solidarity; there must be at least a 
semblance of unity between enemy and 
allied nations of the wartime. But 
in the first week there emerges a 
treaty of alliance between Russia and 
Germany and in the’ second, the 
French prime minister serves notice 
that, no matter what happens at Ge- 
non, France reserves freedom of ac- 
tion in the matter of Germany. 

Means Force, 

And freedom of action means what? 

Nothing more nor less than the use 
of French troops to compel Germany 
to comply with conditions which she 
has already declared that she would 
not accept. 

Now tue test of this must come on 
May 31, when the reparations issue 
comes up for new discussion. In all 
human probability, the Genoa confer- 
ence will long before that date have 
adjourned. Moreover, in accordance 
with the agreement of Boulogne, the 
rejarations question cannot be dis- 
cussed at Genoa at all. Therefore, 
what happens at Genoa becomes un- 
important by contrast with what may 
and probably will happen on May 31. 

If Lloyd George attempts to brin,z 
up reparations at Genoa, Poincare 
will reeall the French representatives. 
But if the question is not brought up 
amd settled, then there will always be 
on the horizon the prospect of a real 
European crisis of almost unlimited 
magnitude a few weeks hence. No 
one will attempt to prophesy what 
will now happen. But it is clear that 
the Poincare speech was dictated by 
French sentiments and even more by 
the state of mind in the French. par- 
liament, where resentment over Genoa 
events follows intense disapproval at 
French attendance in the first place. 

Poincare in Danger. 

If Poincare had not made the 
speech, he certainly would have been 
turned out of power. He may be in 
any event, as the opposition led by 
Tardieu is daily developing strengt). 

Meantime events in Genoa are shap- 
ing in the direction many foresaw. 

Unless all signs fail, Lloyd George 


is maneuvering to put France in a 


position where the responsibility for 
failure will be hers and in which she 
will be isolated. In. other’ words, 
George is preparing against failure, 
not success, and is seeking to fix re- 
sponsibility. ‘This woulé yive him a 
certain advantage when he returns to 
his own.parliament and enable him te 
ask the house of commons to choose 
between himself and France. Yet it 
must be seen that this is a desperate 
maneuver which might have little real 
success with a house which has been 
very cold to him of late. 
Faith Destroyed. 


In any event, affairs would seem toa 
e sure to move very rapidly at Genoa 
now. The limit of possible achieve- 
ment has been enormously reduced. 
The extent of the disaster incident to 
the publication of the Russo-German 
treaty is now unmistakable. This dis- 
aster was primarily revealed in 
France where the last semblance of 
French faith in any peaceful adjust- 
ment with Germany was destroyed. 

You have to appreciate how gen- 
eral and how intense is the French 
belief that Germany is preparing a 
new attack, to understand the im- 
pression which would follow the an- 
nouncement of a Russgo-German al- 
liance. Moreover the announcement 
from London that the Russians and 
Germans are negotiating a new treaty 
of alliance with Hungary must create 
a similar situation in all the states 
of central Europe. So far, the Genoa 
conference has done no more than 
reveal the degree to which Europe 
is separated—not united. Instead of 
making any progress toward Pan- 
Furopean association it has only dis- 
closed the degree to which distrust, 
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by the treaty ’ 


}and worse, separate most of the na- 
tions, not only those which were re- 
cently enemies, but those who in al- 
liance won the world war. 

As a disruptive force the Poincare 
speech is only less potent than the 
Russo-German maneuver. Together 
they spell the ruin of Genoa. 

Would Blame France. 


So far as Genoa is concerned, all 
that would seem to remain is the 
problem of how George will extract 
from the situation the maximum of 
personal political advantage and fix 
upon France the burden of respon- 
sibility for the failure of the plan to 
reorganize’ Europe. And, as I have 
said, unlesg all signs fail, he is tac- 
k‘ing the job with his usual skill. A 
breakup before the week is over 
would now seem, if not inevitable at 
least reasonably sure. But whether 
the break ccmes or not, the real 
possibility of success has disappeared.

weeks of the conference, had _ frank- 
ly begun to despair of anything con- 
structive being done. 

Hence it was with great relief that 
they learned France now feels she 
has been completely vindicated in her 
protests over the Russo-German 
treaty and is willing to join the 
other delegations in taking up the 
nohaggression pact suggested by Lloyd 
George. 

Is George Project. 

This project, in which ‘all Enuro- 
pean nations would agree to abstain 
from aggression of any kind, is one 
of the big cards Lloyd George has 
been waiting to play. He hopes 
that it can he made to occupy the 
Same place in European affairs that 
the Washington naval treaty does 
in the Pacific. If he can get such a 
treaty between the European powers, 
he will feel that the conference has 
justified its existence. It would be 
his big trump when hig government 
stands for re-election. 


Despite the somewhat disturbing 
nature of Premier Voinecare’s speech 
at Bar le Due threatening to leave 
the conference unless more heed is 
given to the French viewpoint, the 
Frenck delegation here appeared well 
satisfied with the turn events have 
taken. That was the clear impres- 
sion conveyed in-an official state- 
ment issued by the delegation Mon- 
day. They declared that they were 
entirely satisfied with the last allied 
protest to Germany.taking exception 
to German allegations that the allies 
were. trying to frame up a Russian 
settlement disadvantageous to them. 
The French also feel that the ex- 
clusion of Germany from Russian 
discussions was due largely to their 
insistenee and is. therefore a victory 
for them. Finally, the explanation of 
Lloyd George that the contradictory 
memorandum ot the Russians on the 
London experts’ report was merely 
propaganda and had no official status 
in the conference satisfies the last 
remaining doubts of the French. 

French Satisfied. 

With this general vindication of 
their position, the French, it was said 
officially, now feel that there are but 
two dominating questions before the 
conference—the non-aggression pact 
and the establishment of relations witb 
Russia. "The French spokesmen made 
it clear they intend to watch every 
development with the same wariness 
they have thus far exhibited, and they 
left no doubt that they will be ready 
to protest at the first sign of any- 
thing believed hostile to France’s pres- 
tige or views. 

It was also noted that the French 
spokesmen, by limiting the dominating 
questions before the conference to 
these two, inferentially rules out the 
question of reparations and revision 
of the Versailles treaty. In the ab- 
sence of any exception to this state- 
ment of the ‘situation from other 4i- 
lied sources, the French will undoubt- 
edly consider the silence of their egl- 
leagues as implying acceptance of their 
view and will then be in a better po- 
sition to hold the conference to the 
‘Cannes agenda. 

Lloyd George Plans. 

Further signs that the conference 
is to get down to business this week 
and get its major work well along is

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4 Amendments 
To Constitution 
Bitterly Scored 


Birmingham, Ala., April 24.—Pe- 
ter U. Knight, of Tampa, fla., gen- 
eral counsel of the Southern Hard- 
ware Jobbers’ association, in an ad- 
dress before the convention of the 
American Supply and Machinery Man- 
ufacturers’ association here today, 
while expressing the view that the 
nation is sound economically, declared 
that “nine-tenths of our political trou- 
bles are due to the enactment of the 
sixteenth emendment.” 

“This amendment,” he declared, 
directly contrary to the principles laid 
down by the constitution. ‘The peo- 
ple as a whole are not always quali-

resentatives.” 
Commenting upon the seventeenth 
amendment, Mr. Knight said that 


“there is coming more and more into 
evidence a tendency to destroy private 
property rights absolutely and with- 
out interference of the supreme court.” 
Government “Drawbacks.” 

“Who would have thought,” con- 
tinued the speaker, “some years ago, 
after our fights with sword and pen 
that there would be added constitu- 
tional regulation of our sumptuarys 
laws to the end that we should have 
national prohibition? I say it is 
wrong for the state of New York to 
impose on the people of Alabama a 
law which is a matter of purely local 
regulation, and | also say that the 
people of Illinois have no right to im- 
pose on the people of Georgia a wom- 
an’s suffrage amendment. All of these 
four amendments are inspired by views 
contrary to the spirit which actuated 
the framers of our constitution in 
founding this republic.” 

Mr. Knight asserted that there was 
an officeholder for every forty of the 
population “‘with. dissatisfaction gen- 
eral and steadily increasing.” 

But aside from the governmental 
“druwbacks” Mr. Knight foresaw a 
roseate picture of American business. 

“We can feed and supply the world,” 
he said, “and thea have plenty left for 
ourselrcs.”

In Debate, the Senator 
Charges Bill Will “In-| in 
crease Price of Every- 
thing the People Buy.” 


Washington, April 24.—There was 
an old-fashioned tariff debate today in 
the senate. It marked the real begin- 
ning of the weeks, and perhaps 


‘months, of battling over the adminis 


tration measure which the finance 
committee reported two weeks ago. 
The discussion was opened by Senator 
Smoot, republican, Utah, with a de- 
tailed ‘explanation of the elastic tariff 
proposals written into the bill at the 
suggestion of President Harding and 
it included an attack on those propos- 
als by Senator Janes, democrat, New 
Mexico. and the osening of a general 


assault on the whole measure by Sen- 
ator King, democrat, Utab. 

Oharacterizing the measure Aas 
“more iniquitous” than the Payne- 
Aldrich and Dingley measures, Sen- 
ator King charged that it was a bill 
“to increase the price of everything 
the people buy” and was framed in 
the interest of the “dye trust, the steel 
trust, the chemical trust, the woolen 
mill trust, some of the cotton manu- 
facturing trusts and the multitude of 
great organizations that in the past 
have pr yed upon the people and that 

the future will continue their pol- 
- a, exploitation.” 
Criticises McCumber. 

Senator King declared that the ad- 
dress of Chairman McCumbér, of the 
finance committee. in calling up the 
measure last week was “an appeal to 
the predatory interests of the United 
States to be merciful to the poor con- 
sumer,” and said that when the na- 
tion was at war and the very fate of 
civilization seemed to be at stake, 
“some of the same vultures that dic- 
tated schedules in this bill were rob- 
bing the American people and the 
American government.” 

Mhairman McCumber later denied 
that his address was an “appeal.’’ He 
said that in discussing conditions in 
the. world and in this country he 
thought the time opportune to call at-

Reading from an announcement 01 
the otharn Tariff association that 
it had Jaid its appeal for higher rates 
than contained in the senate bill be- 
fore the “tariff bloc,” Senator King 
demanded to know what had become 
of the “able senators who constitute 
the finance committee and who are 
supposed to write tariff bills.” 

“The tariff bloc is supreme,”+ he 
added, “and I suppose the manufac- 
turers’ bloe and the tariff bloc squeez- 
ed the finance committee as a strong 
man squeezes clay in his hands, or 
sought to do so.’ 

On Valuation Clause. 

Referring to American valuation, 
Senator King warned that the senate 
would be in sessiom “many weeks if 
not many months before an American 
valuation plan is written into this 
bill.”’ 

“It’s infamous enough without that 
provision,” he asserted. “It would 


‘be intolerable with that provision.’ 


As to the elastic tariff provisions, 
Senator King said they would op- 
erate to make the tariff commission 
“a football of the predatory interests ;’ 
would make for instability and would 
result in the permanent presence in 
Washington of a tariff lobby which 
would dangle before senators and rep- 
resentatives all “the spectres’ the 
brains of the interests could conjure 
up.’ 
Charges Hypocrisy. 

Germany and the threat of German 
invasion has been the spectre held up 
in the committee room when the bill 
was drawn, he continued, adding that 
there never was “a more hypocritical 
demand for Jegislation” than that for 
protection against a nation that was 
bankrupt; unable to meet its repara- 
tions and saddled With taxes such as 
no other nation h ever known. 

In his prepared address explaining 
the elastic tariff proposals, Senator 
Smooth declared that they not only of- 
fered a solution of the particular tar- 
iff problem now before congress, but 
also suggested a practical basis for a 
continuing scientific adjustment of 
the tariff in the future.”’ 


Living Cost Now 
Is 57.7 Per Cent 


A bove 1914 Cost 


Baltimore, April 24.—The cost of 
living is now 54.7 per cent higher 
than it was in July of 1914, according 
to Secretary of Agriculture Wallace. 

Wallace’s estimate, made before the 
convention of the National League of 
Women Voters Monday night, was 
based on the budget of the average 
family for all necessaries. 

“If we compare the costs of nec- 
essary commodities in July, 1914, with 
the costs in March, 1922, we find they 
have increased about 54.7 ~ per cent,” 
said Wallace. “Food, the largest item 
in the family budget, costs 42 per cent 
more than in 1914; shelter about 65 
per cent more; clothing 54 per cent; 
fuel and light 77 per cent; sundries 
74 per cent.” 

Increased Incomes. 

Wallace said that in considering the 
increases, and demanding reductions, 
allowances also should be made for 
increased incomes. 

“The family whose income is 54.7 
per cent greater now than in 1914 is 
neither better nor worse off than in

GOLD STRIKE REPORTS 
START NEW BIG RUSH 


Vancouver, B. C., April 24.—Re- 
ports of big gold strikes in the Cedar } 
creek and Whitewater sections of the 
Caribou district of British Columbia 
have started what has all the ear- 
marks of another Klondike rush. 

Fabulous tales are being brought 
here about the richness of the new 
fields, and the gold fever is hitting 
old sourdoughs and tenderfeet alike. 

The rush has already started and 
groups of grizzled old prospectors, 
veterans of years of following the gold 
lure in Alaska, are going out every 
day, followed by parties of clerks, 
office men and others with no experi- 
ence in the hard life on the trail of 
the shining dust. 

Whether the new rush will equal 
that of 1897-98, which lured thou- 
sands to the frozen north, is yet to 
be determined, but the influx of seek- 
ers after sudden wealth already is 
big enough to make it impossible to 
buy a gold pan here. Picks and other 
mining equipment have also been sold 
out by local hardware stores and the 
demand for heavy boots, overalls, 
heavy shirts and other rough clothing 
is reported by merchants to be un- 
precedented. 

This rush is different however, from 
the famous Klondike rush. Instead 
of the thousands of miles of unbroken 
trail, prospectors can go to Williams 
lake, within 70 miles of the new 
fields, by railroad. From Williams 
lake to Cedar creek is only 60 miles, 
and 40 miles further on is White- 
water, and good roads lead to these 
places from the end of the railroad.

FARMERS DEMAND 


OWN FEDERAL BAN 


Move for Exclusive Agri-’ 


cultural Credit Organiza- 
tion of Federal Govern* 
ment Grows Rapidly.

Washitgton, April 24.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Agricultural 
organizations from all over the coun- 
try begun concentrating today a pow- 
erful demand upon congress for the 
establishment ot a federal financial 
system é¢specially designed to meet the 
demands of farmers under credit con- 
ditions necessarily distinctive from 
those .f commercial banking. One 
bill looking to that end was introduced 
in the house toilay by King: of Illi- 
nois. It provides for taking over the 
duties and powers of the war finance 
corporotion and would be known as 
the National Farmers’ Financial 
Union, The union would be governed 
by a beard of six directors, including 
the secretary of the treasury and sec- 
retary o. agriculture. The capital 
stock would be $200,000,000. The union 
would have its main offices in Wash- 
ington with branches throughout the 
country. 

There are a number of other bills 
before congress, but*tthe one that seems 
to have the general support of farm 
organization is that by Senator Sim- 
mons, of North Carolina, which pro- 
vides a tiberal rural credit system on 
long term paper. the farmer being 
permitted thereby to borrow on his 
stock, the growing crop or such tangi- 
ble coliateral. 

The “farm bloz” is behind this bill. 

‘Jordan Makes Statement. 

Harvie Jordan, of Georgia. national 
secretaty of the American Cotton as- 
sociation, while in Washington ‘today 
made the following statement: 

“In my opinioiu the most serious 


- economic” problem facing the farmers 


of the cotton belt states and the bal- 
ance of the nation is that of agri- 
cultural finance. Governor W. P. G. 
Harding, of the federal reserve board, 
reeently interpreted the law of the 
federal reserve banking system to the 
effect that agricultural loans based 
on farm products as collateral cannot 
be rediscounted for the purpose of 
holding such products off the market. 
The inference ,being that for farmers 
to borrow money for the purpose of 
holding cotton or other staple prod- 
ucts of the markets is speculation. 
“This interpretation of the federal 
reserve law means that when staple 
farm products are ready for market 
they must be promptly sold, whether 
markets are stagnant or not. It means 
an encouragement or enforcement of 
the dumping method of marketing 
which has always carried,the penalty 
of low prices to the growers. The 
policy now being generally adopted by 
farmers to market their products 
slowly, and in an ordérly manner to 
regulate supplies to meet the needs 
only of legitimate consumption, will 
meet a death blow if the law as in- 
terpreted by Governor Harding is en- 
forced. ss 
~ “As a matter of fact, the federal 
regerve system was ereated by ¢on- 
gress to meet the needs of commer- 
cial banking for short-time loans of 
from 30 to 90 days. The farmer’s 
turn-over of his crops cannot be made 
during so short a period of time. It 


requires practically a year in which 
to plant, cultivate and harvest a cot- 
ton crop, and eight to nine months in 
which to sell it in an order?¥ manner. 
Neither a 90-<day or six-month loan 
will serve the. needs of the cotton 
growers. Live Mock growers need a 
longer period of loans. 
Industry’s Need, 

“The agricultural industry of the 
nation requires a short-term system of 
finance covering loans from six months 
to three years and to be totally di- 
vorced from the operations of the 
federal reserve banking system of 
commercial loans. Such a system has 
been in operation for many years in 
all the leading agricultural countries 
of the world except in the United 
States. Senator F. M. Simmons, of 
North Oarolina, has recently intro- 
duced a bill in the senate entitled the 
Agricultural Credits Act of 1922, 
which is broad and comprehensive. 
The bill provides the creation of the 
necessary federal banking machinery 
that will meet the needs of short-term 
agricultural finance in this country. 
The bill provides for making loans 
direct to co-operative marketing asso 
ciations, ana individual loans to farm 
ers will be negotiated through loca: 
banking institutions which will 
come members .of the federal short: 
term agricultural bank. 

“The speedy enactment of the Sim- 
mons agricultural credits bill is im- 
perative at this time, if the farmers 
are to be properly financed and the 
agricultural industry of the nation 
brought back to a prosperous basis. 
Farmers require credits to not only 
plant, cultivate and harvest their 
crops, but also to enable them to 
market such crops in an orderly man- 
ner. ) 

“The dumping of farm products on 
the market means that prices will be 
regulated and controlled by specula- 
tion and the welfare of the produc- 
ers left in the hands of distributors. 
This is the most serious matter con- 
fronting the agricultural industry of 
the south, especially as it relates to 
the future handling and marketing of 
cotten. Every possible pressure should 
be brought to bear on congress to en- 
act this necessary legislation as 
speedily as it can be done. The farm- 
ers are practically without credits and 
with no well defined system of finance 
to meet their needs. National re- 
habilitation cannot be experienced un- 
til the purchasing and debt-paying 
powers of the farmers have been re- 
turned to normal. This cannot be 
done until production is re-established 
on a satisfactory basis and the price 
of farm products so marketed as to 
meet the cost of production: plus a 
reasonable profit to the growers.” 


SECOND FIRE ALARM 
AT WILLARD HOTEL 


Washington, April 24.—Guests at 
the New Willard hotel with the mem- 
ory of yesterday’s fire still fresh in 
their minds—or in their dreams— 
‘were aroused early today by the clat- 
ter of fire apparatus, called to ex- 
tinguish a small blaze among debris 
in the tenth story ballroom wrecked 
by the fire a little more than 24 
Lours before. 

This morning’s blaze, although not 
considered dangerous and quickly put 
out, caused a number of guests, chief- 
ly those on the upper floors to crowd 
into the corridors. Most of them, 
assured by hotel attendants tnat there 
was no danger, returned to their 
rooms, but others, more _ skeptical, 
remained on watch until the firemen 
had départed. 

Workmen today began removing the 
firal traces of the damage done by 
yesterday's fire and the hotel man- 
agement announced that with the 
exception of the ballroom the.resto- 
ration would be completed by night. 


TAX CASE ARGUED 
N FEDERAL COURT 


After hearing the argument in the 
J. B. White estate tax case, involving 
the ccllection of more than $200,000 
alleged to be due by the White estate 
to the state and Richmond county, the 
federal tribunal took the matter un- 
der advisement Monday afternoon in 
the federal court, to announce a de- 
cision at a later date. 

The present hearing on a temporary 
injunction granted by Judge Beéverly 
D. Evans to restrain Riehmond coun-s 
ty from collecting the tax said to be 
due from the estate, came to the fed- 
eral court after litigation which has 
been in process since 1918. The in- 
junction seeks to prevent the enforce- 
ment of certain fi fas amounting to 
$216,332.31 against the White estate. 

Judge E. H. Callaway, executor of 
the estate, and piantiff in the injunc- 
tion proceedings, contended in the 
hearing Monday afternoon that to col- 
lect the tax would be to discriminate 
unjustly against the estate. He argued 
that it has always been the policy in 
Georgia to refer disputable tax mat- 
ters to a board of arbitrators, as was 
done in this case, an. dthat their deci- 
sion was final. 

“Overturn Process of Law.” 


He declared that to overrule the 
opinion of the arbitrators, which has 
been affirmed by the superior court 
of Richmond county and the supreme 
court of the state, would be to over- 
turn the whole process of law In 
Georgia. 

Attorneys for the state contended 
that the executor did not appear be- 
fore the board of. arbitration or the 
subsequent proceedings in the courts, 
They also argued that the executor 
was not in possession of the property 
on which the tax has been imposed art 
the time. 

Further contentions of counsel for 
the state were that there is no case on 
record where one can come into the 
federal courts to prevent a state of- 
ficer enforcing a proceeding of this 
kind against him. 

A motion to dismiss the proceed- 
ings for an injunction has been filed 
by counsel for the defense. which was 
considered along with the evidence. 
Among the grounds on which this mo- 
tion is based is that the state courts 
afford ample recourse to the petition- 
ers and that there was. no doubt as 
to the title against which the, fi. fas. 
were issued. 

Soon after the death of Mr. White, 
who lived in Augusta from 1866 to 
1909, in Genoa, Italy, on March 31, 
1917, the litigation commenced. State 
and Richmond county officials insti- 
tuted mandamus proceedings in 1918 
to force the tax receiver to return 
for tax secarities worth $1,000,000, 
said to have been handled by Henry 
Clews company on a margin basis. 

Such proceedings were held by the 
supreme court of Georgia to be an 
irregular means of assessing the prop- 
erty. According to the petition, taxes 
for the period from 1911 to 1917 were 
due the state, amounting to $146, 
586.30. 


Resort to Arbitration. 


- Council for the White estate then 
resorted to arbitration proceedings, 
over the objection of state and county 
officials, who carried the case to the 
supreme court, where the decision of 
the arbitration board was affirmed. 
The supreme court also affirmed the 
decision of the Richmond = superior 
court which denied the ‘injunction 
proceedings to hold up the arbitra- 
tion. 

When the board of arbitrators held 
$27,980.88 to be the amount of back 


taxes due on securities by the estate, 


@ 


the executor tendered payment of 
this amount. Before the supreme 
court decision was ren how- 
ever, county and state officials amend- 
ed their petition to ask that the tax 
collector be enjoined from taking the 
amount assessed by the board. The 
supreme court affirmed the lower 
court’s decision and denied ‘the in- 
junction proceedings. : 
Representi the White estate in 
the case is the law firm of Howard 
& Callaway. Attorney-General Na- 
ier, Assistant Attorney-General 
E mith and the firm of Pierce Bros. 
represent the state and county.

Must Tell Truth 
Is Court Ruling 


Washington, April 24.—Labels or 
brands under which articles are sold, 
when open to construction in the mind 
of the purchasing puoplic that they 
describe the component ingredients or 
materials used in the manufactyre of 


the articles, must clearly and definite- 
ly describe them, the supreme court 
today held in an opinion delivered by 
Justice Brandeis in a case brought by 
the federal trade commission against 
the Winsted Hosiery company of Con- 
necticut. Justice McReynolds dis- 
sented, 

The opinion of the court, while con- 
fined to the particuiar issues present- 
ed, will, it 1s stated, have material 
effect in broadening the jurisdiction’ 
of the federal trade commission in 
such trade practices. Chairman Gas- 
kill, of the commission, described the 
decision as a great victory. 

“Misrepresentation and misdescrip- 
tion have become so common ‘in the 
knit underwear trade that most deal- 
ers no longer accept labels at their 
face value,” said Justice Brandeis, 
but that “does not prevent their use 
being an unfair method of competi- 
tion. A method inherently unfair 
does not cease to be so because those 
competed against have become aware 
of the wrongful practice. Nor does it 
cease to be unfair because the falsity 
of the manufacturers’ representation 
has become so well known to the trade 
that dealers, as distinguished from 
consumers, are no longer deceived.” 

The court pointed out that trade- 
marks which deceiye the public 
are denied protection, and found that 
the commission was justified in its con- 
clusion that the practice constituted 
an unfair method of competition, and 
that it was authorized to order that 
the practice be discontinued.

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TO TRY UNION LEADERS 
UN TREASON CHARGE 


Charles Town, W. Va., April 24.— 
(By the Associated Press)—Charges of 
treason, growing out of the gan 
march last fall, were selected today 
by counsel for the state as the first 
upon which nine union leaders and 
members are to be tried in the circuit 
court here. The defense announced its 
intention to enter a demurrer to the 
treason charges and to file a motion 
to quash that indictment. 

Judge J. M. Woods excused the ju- 
rors, witnesses and all the defendants 
except the twenty-four who were to 
go on trial in the treason case, until 
tomorrow. The indictment covered 
fifty-three names, but some of these 
had not been arrested and others had 
asked for a change of venue, 

Counsel for the defense asked that 
A, D. Lavender, international organ- 
izer for the miners’ union, be admit- 
ted to bail. Lavender was recently 
arrested and was one of the nine pris- 
oners brought here by Deputy Sheriff 
H. E. Keadle, of Logan ounty. Bail 
was fixed at $5,000. 

Arguing on the demurrer and the 
motion to quash, the defense based its 
claim on the ground that the word 
“feloniously” did not occur‘in the in- 
dictment. Declaring that it was gen- 
erally. accepted that such an indict- 
ment must contain that word, defense 
counsel contended that the language 
of the indictment was too general, 
that not a defendant knew what he 
was to meet in the way of proof and 
that it does not describe what part 
any defendant took in the alleged in- 
vasion. 

Counsel for the prosecution argued 
that treason was a distinct crime and 
that the word “traitorously” was re- 
quired in the indictment instead of 
“feloniously.”” It would be imposible, 
according to the argument, to show the 
overt act of each of the army of 
marchers numbering from 5,000 to 
10,000 men,

Once Sensation, 


Sold for Junk 


Washington, April 24.—The old 
navy “dynamite” cruiser Vesuvius, 
hailed in Spanish war days as the 
possible pioneer craft of a new naval 
era for the world, has been sold as 
junk to J. Lipsitz, of Chelsea, Mass., 
for $4,260. Like many other novel 
craft which were expected to sweep 
all battleships from the seas as the 


Merrimac and Monitor wrote the doom q 


of wooden hulls, the “dynamite ship” 
failed. utterly and was discarded. The 
naval records of all countries are full 
of such experimental craft. : 

The Vesuvius did see real work. 
Irn. 1898, when the American fleet 
concentrated before Santiago de Cuba 
to bottle up the trapped battlecraft of 
Spain, she steamed down to join the 
grim ring of steel with three slant- 
ing, slender muzzles of her dynamite 
guns thrusting upward from the 
sweep of her forward deck. From 
these queer-looking weapons, operated 
by compressed air, huge projectiles 
loaded with nitro-glycerine charges 
sufficient, it was thought, to tear 
apart any ship or fortification on 
which they landed, were to be hurled. 
‘The ship itself must be aimed at the 
target at short range, however, as 
the guns were immovable in_ the 
decks. 

Wild conjectures filled the news- 
papers as to the terrible damage 
these new engines of war would do 
to the shops of Spain and the forts 
that guarded the landlocked harbor 
where they lurked at bay. The na- 
tion waited breathlessly for the test. 


In time the slim cruised with her | 


trio of “dynamite” shooters arrived 
and joined the fleet. As a trial she 
was finally. ordered to hurl death and 
destruction into the walls of Morro 
Castle on the high bluffs. When, at 
the close range necessary because of 
the low power of the airguns, the 
Vesuvius finally let go. a terrible roar 
came back from the bluff. It shook 
earth and sea with sound and sent 
frightened residents of the city scur- 
rying in fear to caves and cellars.

U.S. Navy Uniforms 
Used as Camoutlage 
By Liquor Smugglers 


New York, April 24.—A bootlegging 
scheme whereby liquor was smuggled 
into this country from Bermuda and 
Cuba on former submarine chasers 
commanded by officers wearing the 
uniform of the United States navy, 
has been unearthed, it was announced 


today at the customs house. The for- 
mer chaser, 101, renamed Fidius, has 


been seized with her commander and 
crew of seven, the announcement 
stated. 

Custom officials claimed to have re- 
ceived from the crew a story to the 
effect that pirates held up the chaser 
yesterday afternoon 20 miles off Mon- 
trauk Point, Long Island, boarded the 
craft with drawn revolvers, bound the 
commander to the mast and seized the 
chaser’s cargo of liquor. 

John D. Ampleby, prohibition chief 
of the second division, after question- 
ing the crew, said he believed that a 
bootlegging ring already had smuggled 
more than $3,000,000 worth of liquor 
into the United States. 

“We are working to smash a boot- 
legging ring that is believed to have 
bought these ex-submarine chasers to 
bring whiskey into America under the 
guise that the craft are United States 
naval vessels,” said Mr. Appleby. 

Announcement of thé Fidus’ seizure 
was made hy Edward Barnes, head 
of the legal department of the customs 
service: M. Andrews, counsel to 
the collector of the port, and Assis- 
tant United States Attorney Falk. A 
representative of the British consul- 
general's office was present when the 
prisoners were questioned, because the 
Fidus was registered as a British ves- 
sel hefore taking aboard her cargo.

THE CLOUD IS LIFTING. 

Upon every hand are to be seen 
unmistakable signs that the cloud 
of commercial depression and in- 
dustrial inertia, that has darkened 
the business firmament during the 
last year, is lifting, and that gloom 
and discouragement everywhere 
tkroughout the country are giving 
way to a spirit of optimism, con- 
fidence and cheer. 

The recent revivat-of-activity in 
various industrial stocks and se- 
curities on Wall street; the nation- 
wide tendency toward lower inter- 
est rates on money for legitimate 
commercial and development pur- 
poses; the correspondingly marked 
appreciation of the market value 
of federal and municipal bonds— 
these are infallible indications that 
the pendulum is rapidly swinging 
back toward the prosperity side of 
the dial. 

While in Atlanta a few days ago 
ithe federal director general of rail- 
roads declared in an interview that 
the carrier lines of .the country are 
“just now resuming their erstwhile 
business,” and that “there is no 
doubt that conditions are improving 
in all commercial lines.” 

Concurrently, the supérintendent 
of the Georgia state banking de- 
partment said upon his return from 
an extensive tour of the coastal 
plains section of Georgia that the 
farmers of the southern part of this 
state are in “fine spirits,” with 
fine crops at good prices in pros- 
pect, and that conditions generally 
“look better by from 25 to 50 per 
cent than they did six months ago.” 

The unprecedented activities in 
building, especially in the building 
of homes, that havg featured the 
last few months, bespeak a funda- 
mentally sound and healthful con- 
dition of society, especially in view 
of the fact that the home-building 
operations are mainly toward the 
construction of homes for people of 
inoderate income. 

This development is being pro- 
moted in the form of concerted 
“campaign” that is nation-wide in 
its scope, and particularly active in 
the southeast. - 

Banks, real estate operators, 
building material dealers—all are 
co-operating toward its success; 
and its effect is already being felt 
by the whole country. 

The action taken recently by the 
lumber manufacturing interests of 
the south to encourage the home- 
vuilding movement; crop reports, 
showing splendid prospects of 
vumper yields for 1922, with indi- 
cations all pointing to profitable 
prices; the successful completion 
of the work of organizing the cotton 
zrowers of the various southern 
states into co-operative marketing 
associations, insuring the producers 
a fair margin of profit on their 
crops, all point to better times 
ahead, especially for the south, and 
to & condition of unalloyed prosper- 
ity in all lines of commercial and 
business activity. 

The depression was a natural— 
inevitable, perhaps — consequence 
of the world war; and, while the 
nolitical attitude of this country 
toward the balance of the world has 
undoubtedly retarded, and is re- 
tarding, recovery, the resources of 
the country, human and otherwise, 
are such that no power and no 
combination of circumstances can 
keep in the doldrums of business 
stagnation for very long.

SERVING HUMANITY. 
Tiiat the Salvation Army is an 


not confined to ministering to the 
spiritual welfare of humanity or to 
relieving physical distress, as many 
may suppose, was illustrated a few 
days ago by its tender of help to 
prevent property loss and human 
suffering from flood disaster along 
the Mississippi river. 

Press dispatches telling of the 
apparent imminence of a break in 
the levee at Tunica, Miss.—as a 
result of which hundreds of fami- 
lies in the threatened district had 
abandoned their homes and were 
fleeing to the hills for safety—car- 
ried the significant announcement 
that following a statement by Wil- 
liam DV. Head, president of the 


‘| thirty-sixth section of the Missis- 


sippi river levee district, that the 
danger was acute, “the Salvation 
Army headquarters at Memphis Of- 
fered free board and transportation 
to men who would go to Tunica to 
help in the work of reinforcing the 
levee to prevent its giving way.” 

Almost invariably in case of an 
unusual disaster involving human 
distress the Salvation Army is on 
the job at once, rescuing the sur- 
vivors, providing food, Clothing and 
shelter for the sufferers and ren- 
dering first-aid to the injyred. 

It vies with the enterprising and 
always-dependable Red Cross s0- 
ciety in such service to humanity, 
and the value of its ministrations 
in emergencies of that character 
is beyond finite power to compute. 

But in this instance the Army 
stood ready not.only to extend re- 
lief in the event of suffering, but 
to assist in forestalling the need 
for such ministrations by prevent- 
ing disaster and its attendant surf- 
fering. 

Of course, for the Salvation army 
to supply transportation and food 
to men engaged in work intended 
to circumvent a great disaster costs 
money, and lots of it; but who will 
say that money thus spent is not 
spent to a worthy purpose? 

And there is this that the appre- 
ciative public should bear in mind: 
That for revenue with which to op- 
erate in preventing property loss 
and human. suffering, or in reliev- 
ing distress, either in the event of 
disaster or in the every-day life of 
the world, the Salvation Army is 
dependent entirely upon free will, 
voluntary public support. 

Just now this splendid organiza- 
tion is engaged in a subscription 
campaign in Atlanta to raise funds 
with which to finance its opera- 
tion for the current year and to 
expand and extend its field of use- 
fulness and service to the commu- 
nity. 

It needs and is abundantly en- 
titled to every dollar for which it 
is asking; for it is asking for con- 
tributions, not in any sense in a 
spirit of self-aggrandisement, but 
simply to enable it to serve—to 
serve those unfortunate ones of 
society who need and deserve help. 
To ascertain the amount of 
money the Salvation Army receives 
and disburses in the course of a 
year involves only a simple process 
of mathematics; but the real value 
of the service it performs every day 
of every year is known and can 
be known only by a Power that is 
higher than man. 


A BANNER AD. YEAR. 
Predicting that this will be “a 
banner year” for the ocean steam- 
ship companies, The New York 
Herald says the rush of travel 
abroad is due, in the main, to great- 
er newspaper publicity— 

“All companies have been adver- 
tising more than in former years 
and utilizing their publicity serv- 
ices to the limit. Publicity has be- 
come an institution with them. They 
have taken a leaf from the Ger- 
man pre-war book and then gone 
the Germans one better. Every 
line with offices in this city has a 
press agent, where before the war 
the German lines were practically 
the only ones with adequate pub- 
licity facilities.” 

The printed word has worked 
wonders for the big steamship com- 
panies, as it invariably does in all 
lines of business, and The Philadel- 
phia Record well says that other 
business enterprises would greatly 
increase their patronage “if they 
tackled their problems in the same 
spirit of intelligent enthusiasm.” 

In this connection the point is 
stressed that even the advertising 
agencies are advertising more than 
usual, and necessarily so, because 
“business men read the daily news- 
papers, and advertising agencies 
must reach business men.”

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HEALTH TALKS

THE OLD, SAD STORY. 


My husband, writes a reader, is 26 
years old, weighs 147 pounds and is 
six feet tall.

berculosis has a way of p.ogressing 
when treatment is neglected. 

If this man had a sick child, and 
the doctor lived six miles away and 
the man had to walk to the doctor’s 
office to summon him, would he post- 
pone that duty and try a few. experi- 
ments of his own in the way of treat- 
ment? ; 

If the man has no tuberculosis it 
would seem unwise for him to attempt 
to break into farm life as a means of 
living. 

His wife carefully avoids saying 
whether he has tuberculosis. That is 
one of the curious psychological fea- 
tures of lung tuberculosis and of can- 
cer. The patients and their imme- 
diate relatives are refuctant to admit 
that they know what is the matter; 
they eagerly grasp any assurance or 
suggestion which may be offered, no 
matter by what incompetent intruder, 
that the trouble isn’t what they know 
it iss With cancer, provi it is not 
amenable to radium, surgéry, or X- 
ray treatment, this is of no conse- 
quence. With tuberculosis it is often 
a matter of life and death, for the 
procrastination, neglect or maltreat- 
ment encouraged by this peculiar ne- 
gation of disease too often spells trag- 
edy for the m‘sguided victim. 

Cancer is the most disheartening 
disezse with which the physician has 
to cope. Tuberculosis is the most 
hopeful, the most curable, of all se- 
rious diseases. 
himself seems bent on opposing and 
retarding his own cure. Or rath- 
er, he prefers to gamble his health 
and life upon some treatment, any 
treatment, that happens to be present- 
ed with sufficient force and plausi- 
bility to appeal to his rather abnormal 
imagination. Few victims of tubercu- 
losis have not indulged at least tem- 
porarily in some such reckless gam- 
bling, to the detriment of their pros- 

ects for recovery. Dr. Lawrason 
rown, in his “Rules for Recovery”— 
a little book, by the way, which will 
repay any tuberculous patient to read, 
published by Lea & Febiger, New York 
city—says: “I am firmly convinced 
that tuberculosis is not cured in less 
than three or four years, and that the 
reason so many patients succumb is 
because they do not realize that fact. 
A patient leaves home for five or six 
months, which is a very short time. 
and he simply gets on the road to re- 
covery.” 

There’s one safe course and only 
one: Do nothing without your own 
doctor’s advice, and follow that advice 
to the letter throughout your cure.

The chief difference between the 
views of the A. A. U. and the views of 
the leaders of what the A. A. U. calls 
“notoriety seekers” is this: 

The A. A. U. is interested princi- 
pally in competitive sports and cham- 
pionships. 

The others want the broader view 
of the subject and the development of 
the physical welfare of the country. 

One wants more championships and 
better meets. 

The others desire more physical edu- 
cation for all the people. 

I would seem easy for two groups 
holding such views to get together. It 
would appear to an outsider rather 
easy for the A. A. U. to join a feder- 
ation and to aid in such a work. 

But unfortunately the leaders of 
the A. A. U. or the officials have as- 
sumed a queer attitude which is brief- 
ly that any one who is not with them 
is against them.

Instead of realizing the fact that 
the athletic development. of the nation 
has made athletics and physical edu- 
cation entirely too big a proposition 
for one office to handle, the A. A. U., 
always jealous of its prestige, has been 
reaching out, expanding, taking in 
more and more organizations (with- 
out the proper facilities for supervis- 
ing them) and trying to extend its vot- 
ing power rather than its real power 
over atheltics. 

I wish most sincerely that the dis- 
eordant elements in amateur athletics 
in the United States could get to- 
gether and work out some comprehen- 


sive program of control The A. 
A. U. hasn’t the machinery of the men 
to safeguard amateurism. Even its 
power to punish infractions of the 
rules is not always good, for the 
simple reason that it is resented. 

If the present plan of a federation 
all the amateur sport controlling 
bodies of the country is earried out 
and perfected, the A. A. U. should be 
in on it. 

The eurbing of the promoters of ath- 
letic clubs, the eutting out of practi- 
cally hiring athletes to represent big 
clubs, the encouragement of the smal] 
clubs would follow. 

The evils attributed to the A. A. U. 
are largely the result of conditions re- 
sulting from their own methods and 
lack of power to punish clubs offend- 
ing against their rules, 


A. A. U. DISCOURAGES 
AMATEURISM. 


I can take at least four of the big 
athletic clubs of the country and prove 
to the satisfaction of their own heads 
or any other fair-minded person that, 
instead of encourageing amateurism, 
it is discouraging it. 

From the standpoint of the theory 
of the thing, the A, A. U. is a great 
force for purity in athletics. In the 
working out of the thing, it is perhaps 
the worst influenee in all amateur- 
ism. The first reason is that the great 
majority of the active athletes are re- 


sentful and angry toward the A. A. 
U. In the second place, by its own 
attitude of encouraging champions and 
boosting the big athletie clubs, it dis- 
courauges the small clubs, puts the 
minimum of value upon the great ath- 
lete if he belongs to a small club and 
ihe maximum of advantage if he con- 
sents to register as a member of some 
ot the larger organizations. 

In this manner the A. A. U. control 
has centralized the champions and the 
record-breakers in the large clubs—es- 
pecially the New York Athletic club, 
which, having assumed the power of 
organizing the A, A. U. in the first 
place (taking this power from Spald- 
ing, who first organized the amateurs 
in order to sell books and sporting 
goods), considers itself the central 
power of amateur snorts. 

A. A. U. NEEDED. 


It is possible, but hardly conceiy- 
able, that the forces which are now 
seeking to promote the best interests 
of amateurism can form some alliance 
with the A, A. U. and arrange to work 


The A. A. U., however, has consist- 
ently refused to enter into any ar- 
rangement unless it can dominate and 
control everything, which makes any 
such arrangement difficult. . It is to 
be hoped that in time the differences 
will be adjusted and each body will as- 


Sume its proper place in organization. 

There is another element in the 
thing, and that is _ politics. Since

Old-fash- 
ioned the music is, with that out- 
worn styles which puts forward each 
singer in turn at his great vocal mo- 
ments, while the orchestra beats an 
obvious accompaniment to endless 
tunefulness, in contradistinction to 
the modern method, even of Verdi 
himself, whose singing roles evolved 
later into an integral part of the dra- 
matic scheme, never interrupting the 
continuity of this scheme unless the 
dramatic situation gave natural op- 
portunity for it. 

Yet those who like their music 
made obvious for them were evident- 
ly in the majority, and that means, 
too, those with whom the _ singers 
mean everything. 

Tragedy and premonition of tragedy 
stalks all through this old romance 
of Victor Hugo's, but we are so far 
removed now from its ideals of chiv- 
alry that we cannot get away from 
the realization always that it is just 
play-acting, and so between scenes

There are bound to be places 
where a stitch should be taken. When 
the dress is reduced this is doubly apt 
to occur. 

The other day in one of the stores 
a frock that had been originally priced 
$125 was marked down to $25. It 
was an elaborately beaded frock, and 
obviously what was the matter was 
that many of the beads were off and 
the material, which was of light shade, 
was Slightly soiled. One woman came 
to the store and examined the frock. 
She was interested in the reduced 
price. Then she saw that some of the 
heads were missing: 

“Oh,” she said, “what are you going 
to do about these missing beads? Can't 
you have it repaired?’ ‘The saleswom- 
an explained that the dress would not 
have been reduced so radically had it 
not been for the fact of these missing 
beads. So that customer went away 
disgruntled. Then another customer 
came who was wiser. She realized 
at once that the dress was of good 
quality, and also realized that it was 
useless as it now stood. But after 
having examined it thoroughly she 
bought it. Then she sent it to the 
cleaners to be cleaned for five dollars, 
and after that to the “head hospital 
where al] missing beads were replac 
for another five dollars. Thus for 
S35 she had a frock that could not 
have been told from the frock as it was 
originally offered for $125.

May the power 
of this club grow as a leading factor 
for civic betterment, social welfare 
and uplift. May it continue to be the 
community center and its influence to 
maintain the highest ideals radiate 
throughout the country, state and be- 
come an active, living unit in the af- 
fairs of the nation.” 


Dedication Address. 


Mrs. B. M. Boykin, president of 
the club, then introduced Congressman 
W. D. Upshaw, who delivered the 
dedicatory address, Congressman Up- 
shaw came from Washington to ad- 
dress the clubwomen on this occasion, 
and with Mrs. Upshaw, was special 
guest of honor at the luncheon of the 
hospitality committee in the clubhouse 
preceding the meeting.

CONCLUDE HEARINGS 


UN ENGSTRUM OFFER 


Washington, April 24—The sen- 
ate agriculture committee concluded 
its investigation of the offer made 
by Frederick Engstrum, of Wilming- 
ton, N. C., for lease and completion 
of the government’s projects at Muscle 
Shoals, Alabama. It was decided to 
begin tomorrow consideration of the 
proposal submitted by Henry Ford in- 
volving purchase and lease of the same 
properties. 

Mr. Engstrum and former Senator 
Marion Butler, associated with him 
in the Muscle Shoals negotiations, 
concluded a joint explanation of the 
offer with an invitation to the com- 
mittee to give them an opportunity 
for further amending the proposal in 
case committee membefS were not 
satisfied with his present terms, 

Would Stop Losses. 

In concluding his statement, Mr. 
Butler finally appealed for congres- 
sional action that would lead to the 
wgmpletion of the projects and end 
their deterioration which, he _ said, 
was hourly causing the government 
tremendous losses. 

Referring specifically to the Wilson 
dam project, Mr. Butler declared if 
the government decided to not go 
forward. with its construction it 
should put dynamite under it and 
blow it from the river. As it stands 
today, he said, it is a bleck to navi 
gation. 

“But.” he added, “if you reject all- 
the proposals before you and decide 
to scrap the frojects, we will be in 
the market bidding for them.” 

Guarantee Underselling. 

Mr. Butler testified if: the Eng- 
strum proposal was accepted the op- 
erating company to be created would 
guarantee to undersell Chilean ni- 
trates used for fertilizer purposes in 
this country. Later, Mr. Engstrum

Morning Stock Letter. 

Standing out above the market as a great 
feature of the ‘financial situation is the 
steady, consistent absorption of bonds just 
how most pronounced in the second grade and 
speculative issues, particularly public utili- 
ties and rails.

SETBACK IN WHEAT 


Chicago, April 24.—Wheat under- 
went an all-round setback in price to- 


wheat imports from Canada, duty 
paid, had begun. The market here 
closed unsettled at 3-4 to 2c net low-

With arrival of Canadian wheat at 
Minneapolis‘ announced as command- 
ing prices there which showed a prof- 
it, wheat traders here became some- 
what skeptical about continued lack 
of supplies in Chieago to fill May 
contracts. 

This was especially the case inas- 
much -as liberal further shipments 
from Canada were predicted if high 
prices on this side of the border should 
warrant. Besides receipts in Chicago 
today totaled 200 carloads, an amount 
far in excess of what has been the 
rule here of late. 

Under such circumstances an early 
advance in the price of May delivery 
here failed to last and the market 
rsoon turned weak for that month as 
well as for July and September, Sell- 
ing of wheat here was led by houses 
with eastern connections and was ap- 
parently due somewhat to absence of 
export demand. 

urther selling was undoubtedly in- 
duced, however, by a statement from 
the president of a big grain company 
here intimating that the company was 
prepared to deliver wheat on out- 
standing contracts instead of settling 
otherwise.
